W a-.uingtox. July 18th.—-The oleom ar­ 
garine bill is lo be further debated in the 
sei)3te to-ruorrow, and it- m anagers ex­ 
press a hooe which, however, is not shared 
wjrli the m ajority ofrthe Senate, that final 
action will be reached to-morrow night. 
The r.jiorta upon the Payne case (privileged 
queslion) are to be taken up on Tuesday, 
and if i>resent intentions are adhered to 
the debate will be left to the Republicans 
entirely. The purpose of the Democratic 
mem bers of tiie Committee on Privileges 
and Klections to rest their case upon their 
report gives some ground for the belief 
that the question may he brought to vote 
by or before W ednesday night. 
If the 
oleomargarine bill is not disposed of to­ 
morrow it will be taken up aaain after a 
vote is reached upon the Payne case, and 
carried o its conclusion. The sundry civil 
approp? ation will probably next be "taken 
up, ai.u a long debate is expected upon 
it. A day will probably be taken before 
the end of th e week for the consideration 
of the "objected eases" 011 the calendar 
of nom inations. 
It is possible, thoneh 
not probable, that Senator Dawes will find 
an opportunity during the week to call up 
the unanim ous report of tiie Indian Com- 
luitlee recom mending the passage, over the 
veto, of the bill granting to railroads the 
right of way through the Indian reserva­ 
tion in northern Montana. 
The naval 
establishment, land-grant forfeitures, inter­ 
state commerce, and fortification appropri­ 
ation tells are subjects that promise to en­ 
gross tiie attention of the House during the 
coming week. The unexpected wreck of 
the hi-r appropriation bills and the fortiti 
c o"!! bill, on Saturday, lias som ewhat dis­ 
turbed tiie plans of the Democratic “ steer­ 
ing” committee, and it may be found neces­ 
sary to recom mit the bill to the appro­ 
priation 
committee, so 
that 
it may 
be replaced by some measures not likely to 
succumb to the point of order which was 
made with such fatal efiect in the case of 
1 lie original bill. 
If this subject can be dis­ 
posed of in season to-morrow, it will be in 
order lo move to suspend the rules and pas3 
the bills upon the recommendation of 
committees. 
A ttem pts will be m ade under 
this order to pass a bill to increase the an­ 
nual appropriation for the support of the 
militia, the bill concerning the life of pat­ 
ents, and possibly the bill to increase the 
pensions of soldiers who have lost a limb. 
The introduction of one or more concur­ 
rent resolutions fixing a day for final ad­ 
journm ent is expected ; but, while present 
indications point lo an adjournm ent about 
the 1st of iiexl m onth, it is tolerably certain 
that the W ays and 
Means Committee 
will 
not 
report 
a 
resolution 
upon 
that subject until the last possible m oment. 
T he reason assigned is that if the two 
houses agree upon a day of adjournm ent 
motions to susp.'tirl the rules of the House 
will be in ,'der at any tim e during the last 
six days of the session, and the " steering'’ 
committee would thereby lose the control 
of the business of the House. It is believed 
that final adjournm ent cannot be delayed 
after the passage oí the appropriation hills. 
T he positions of those not yet sent to the 
President are as follows : Tiie fortifications 
bill awaits passage by the H ouse; the gen­ 
eral deficiency bill has reached the Senate 
Committee, and will probably be reported 
on Tuesday : the sundry civil bill has been 
reported to the Senate, and is ready for the 
action of that body ; the naval, river and 
harbor ami legislative bills are in the 
conference stage 
of 
proceedings. The 
last-named 
bill 
has" 
already 
been 
the subject of two conferences and all but 
two or three of the points of difference 
have been adjusted. The most trouble is 
with some oi the rem aining points in the 
Senate am endm ent providing for private 
secretaries to Senators who are n ot’ m em ­ 
bers of committees. The Senate has voted 
to adhere to this, bolding that, in m atters 
relating exclusively to its own atlairs, the 
other branch of Congress ought not to in­ 
terfere. The contest over this m atter oc­ 
curs each year, always resulting in a vic­ 
tory for the Senate. 
The River anel H a r b o r B ill. 
W ashington, July 18th.—At the House 
end of the Capitol great dissatisfaction is 
expressed with the action oi the Senate on 
the river and barber hill. 
The horizontal 
reduction does not find favor in the eyes of 
the members of the House. 
It is predicted 
tlcit th e House will disagree to the entire 
hill, and this will throw all the items into 
the conference committee. 
A stubborn 
wrangle i> likely to follow, and the opinion 
is freely expressed that the result wilt he 
the uder failure of the bill. 
Nobody is 
satisfied with it as it is now, and an agree­ 
m ent uiioii anything will be a difficult 
m atter. 
The l*roj»o*»e<l Treaty. 
New Y ork, July 18th.—The Tribune's 
W ashington special says : 
An extradition 
in a v between the United States and Great 
Britain was signed in London Ju n e 25tli, 
and s nt to the Senate July 8th, with a 
message advising its passage. 
To the list 
of crimes subject to extradition the new 
treaty adds 
four 
others—manslaughter, 
burglary, embezzlement or lareeny involv­ 
ing $500 or upward, and finally, malicious 
destruction of property which endangers 
the life ot others, which in either country 
is made a crime by the law. This last pro­ 
vision is m eant to cover the crim e of which 
the dynam iters and Socialists have been 
guilty. The treaty specially exempts from 
extradition persons who have been con­ 
victed of political offenses. 
C alifornia F ruit In dip East. 
Chicago, July 18th.—Of the seven rars 
of California fruit received here Friday 
three were for Earl Bros, and three for 
Thacker Bros. The pears and plum s ar­ 
rived in good condition, but a portion of 
the peaches received were very bad. Earl 
Bros, expect seven or eight cars, loaded 
with a large consignment of California 
fruit, to arrive next Monday. 
The m arket 
is quoted generally lower." B artlett pears 
sold at 82 50. plum s at 81 oOOjjl 70, peaches 
at $1 (m 1 75, according to their condition. 
It is expected that still lower prices will 
prevail here for peaches when the Eastern 
crop arrives, which is very large, especially 
in Maryland.

A Si»400,000 Fire at St. 


S t . 
L o u is , July ISth.—A 
proved to be the largest and most destruct­ 
ive of its kind that has ever occurred in 
this city, was discovered at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon in the lum ber yards of Knapp, 
Stout A Co., on the corner of Angelica 
street and Bremen avenue. An alarm was 
im m edjately turned in, and two engines 
were soon on the scene. 
They were, how­ 
ever, owing to a poor water supply, unable 
to cope with the flames, which were driven- 
by a strong wind, and 
soon com m u­ 
nicated 
w ith 
the nearest lum ber-piles 
and 
were 
m aking 
rapid 
headway 
toward 
the 
U nion 
Stock 
Yards, 
the destruction of which seemed inevitable. 
The wind soon shifted to the opposite di­ 
rection, however, and thev were saved, but 
the lum ber yards were doomed. In the 
m eantim e m ors alarm s had been sent in, 
and tw enty engines were called out. The 
water supply, however, was entirely insuf­ 
ficient for the emergency, and Humes leaped 
from pile to pile of the dry lum ber with 
incredible swiftness. The fire was not con­ 
fined to any one portion o f the yards, for 
sparks and burning splinters were carried 
in every direction by tiie wind, and the 
whole territory of the yards, covering 35 
acres, seemed to be one mase of blazing 
lumber. 
The firemen could only keep tiie 
flames from spreading, and the lire was 
allowed to burn itself out, and at the end 
of four hours 25,000:000 feet of lum ber 
were a total loss. The contents of the 
yards was 
mostly lum ber 
of superior 
grades, and the loss on this account is very 
heavy, about $400,000. 
The 
company’s 
stables were also consumed, but the horses 
were rescued. The total insurance cannot 
at this hour be ascertained, but it is esti­ 
m ated at $275,000. 


Narrow Escape from W h olesale Drown­ 
ing.

The steam boat Columbia, of the Knicker 
bocker line, reached the landing here with 
a large num ber of excursionists front New 
York about 4 o'clock this afternoon.

Someone ought to make it( his 
business to put a check upon these fellows. 
One good exam ple before the Courts will 
serve to frighten the Nevada Indians out 
of the wholesale deer slaughtering busi­ 
ness, and which, if continued iu long, will 
exterm inate the anim al in perhaps the 
best grounds of the State. 
W hat aggra­ 
vates th e evil is th at these Indians are in 
the employm ent of w hite men who hire 
the “ aborigines” to slaughter th e anim als 
for th eir hides. 


REMOVING JUDGES. 


In the G overnors proclam ation for an 
extra session of the Legislature it is re­ 
cited th at there is need to reorganize the 
Suprem e Court. 
We are not now discuss­ 
ing this need, nor the propriety or justifi­ 
ability of any action. 
But if the purpose 
of it is to displace Justices more than to 
give us a h nollv new system in order to 
' expedite business, in the Court, why not 
have proceeded under 
the Constitution 
as it is, by legislation, rather than by up­ 
heaving an A rticle of th e organic law ? 
Thus, Section 10 of A rticle \ I. of the 
C onstitution clearly gives to the Legis­ 
lature the power to remove Jnstiees of the 
Suprem e Court. 
It reads: 
“ Section 10. 
Justices of the Suprem e Court and Judges 
of th e Superior Courts may he removed bv 
coacurrent resolution of both houses of the 
Legislature, adopted by a tw o-thirds rote 
of each house. 
* 
* 
T his journal 
h is spoken w ith 
no 
uncertainty con­ 
cerning assaults upon Courts for opinion’s 
sake. 
I t lias foreseen the destructiveness 
of a policy of intim idation of the Courts.

yesterday to verify the story, and all were 
satisfied that it was sulphur. The explana­ 
tion of the phenomenon is that a water 
spout scooped up the sulphur from some 
lake and deposited it at the prison.” 
The 
same phenom enon has been witnessed 
here frequently. 
Instead, however, of the 
m aterial being sulphur, it is nothing ex­ 
cept the pollen from pine trees. This fine 
fertilizing substance is present in the atm o­ 
sphere at this tim e of the year, and i3 fre­ 
quently borne by the winds for a long dis­ 
tance. O f course a heavy show er will pre­ 
cipitate it, sometimes in large quantities. 
Last W ednesday the surface of Ponner 
Lake was covered w ith it. 
Although re­ 
sem bling sulphur, it is strange that any 
person should m istake it for th at sub­ 
stance. Carsonites will know what sulphur 
is o u e ’ot these days.— Tnickcc Republican, 
July ITth. 


DETECTIOH OF COUNTERFEIT COLD COIN.— 
! A Treasury expert says that it is very diffi­ 
cult to detect counterfeit gold coin. 
H e 
says : “ Those filled with platinum have a 
ring and the joint in the edge is effaced by 
rernilling. 
Platinum is worth only about 
one-third of the value of gold, weight for 
' weight. 1 have $20 gold pieces out of 
w hich $14 worth of gold bad been taken 
and replaced bv platinum , m aking an ex­ 
ceedingly dangerous 
counterfeit, which 
only a good jad ae of coin can detect. Tho 
ring is good and the weight is there, while 
th e whole outside of the coin is genuine.— 
Washington Letter. 


The absorbing topic of public thought 
and expression Saturday and yesterday 
was the call of the Governor for an extra 
session of the Legislature, which is to meet 
at noon to-morrow. One of the chief spec­ 
ulations was the probability or improba­ 
bility of the Legislature proceeding to elect 
a United Slates Senator to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the death of General Miller, 
and w hich vacancy is now tem porarily 
filled by Senator Huarst. 


rROFOSEI) LEG ISLA TIO N . 
The San Francisco Examiner, alm ost con­ 
temporaneous w ith the publication of the 
proclamation, gives the draft oT a bill to 
propose an am endm ent to Article XIV., 
that is to beintrodncedat once. 
It provides 
that the use of w ater now appropriated or 
that may be appropriated for irrigation, sale, 
rental or distribution, is a public use. ami 
subject to the regulation and control of the 
State by law. The rates to be collected by, 
any person, company or irrigation district, 
lor water supplied to city and county, or 
city, town or irrigation district, or the in­ 
habitants, are to be fixed every three years 
by the Supervisors, or governing body of 
city and county, or irrigation district, and 
continue in force three years and until new 
rates are established; but in establishing 
such rates they shall take into considera­ 
tion the cost of const! uction and m ainten­ 
ance of the works, and the rates m ust yield 
a net return of at least 7 per cent, per 
annum upon the am ount invested. 
Any 
person collecting rates in excess of those so 
established shall forfeit the franchise. 


rc o r o s E D a m e n d m e n t . 
There is also 
published 
a proposed 
am endm ent to Article X IV .,Section o, that 
the water of every natural stream w ithin 
the State is the property of the public, and 
dedicated to the use of the people, subject 
to appropriation, diversion and use for irri­ 
gation and other beneficial purposes; and 
the right to divert unappropriated waters 
of any natural stream to such beneficial 
uses shall never be denied. 
Prior appro­ 
priations to anv such use. w hether hereto­ 
fore or hereafter made, shall give the better 
tight, and the right of appropriation shall 
be exercised under legislative regulations. 
The English common law of riparian 
rights, so far as it conflicts w ith this sec­ 
tion. shall not be recognized as a rule of 
decision in any of the Courts of this State. 


NAVIGABLE STREAMS. 
In neither of these am endm ents is there 
any exception of navigable streams, and 
those having the interests of internal navi­ 
gable water-ways at heart feel som ewhat 
alarm ed. 
B ut it is replied that such rivers 
are under Federal control, and that the Act 
of admission of the State into the Union, 
approved September 9, 1850, reads . 
“ All navigable waters w ithin the said 
State shall be common highways and for­ 
ever free, as well to the inhabitants of said 
State as to the citizens of the United States, 
w ithout tax, impost or duty therefor." 
And this is held to be a compact inviolable 
by any appropriation or diversion that 
would at all im peril their navigability. 


BILLS TO BE INTRODUCED. 
There are published also Acts to be intro­ 
duced repealing Section 1422 of Civil Code ; 
one following the precise wording of the 
proposed am endm ent last above g iv en : 
one declaring that before an injunction cun 
issue to prevent diversion of w ater from a 
stream, the plaintiff m ust establish his 
right by recovery of damages in an action 
at law against the defendant, that the pas­ 
sage of the Act shall stay any pending suit 
for injunction regarding diversion, until 
the plaintiff's right has been established by 
recovery in damages at law ; and if the 
plaintiff in any such pending suit has 
brought the sam e w ithin the period lim ­ 
ited by law for the bringing of such suit, 
his right to sue and establish his right in 
an action at law, as herein prescribed, shall 
not be barred or affected by any statute of 
lim itations, provided lie shall’ bring his 
said action at law before the expiration of 
six m onths front and after the passage of 
this Act. 
AN ADDRESS. 
The Executive Committee of the State 
Irrigation Convention has issued an ad­ 
dress in the form of letters of thanks to 
several papers asserting th at the irrigation 
m ovement liad its origin am ong the masses 
of the people. 
That tiie object is to secure 
to California the use of flowing water to 
m ake the land bloom and produce; that 
the am endm ents and Acts proposed have 
the approval of more than two-thirds of 
the m em bers of the Legislature; that the 
safety of the State requires that the late 
decision of the Suprem e Court on riparian 
rights should be reversed. Then are added 
these words: 
It was n ever contem plated by (lie m em bers of 
this com m ittee, n o r by his Excellency th e Gov­ 
ernor, th a t any attem pt would or could be m ade 
on the assem bling o f the Legislature in special 
session, to vote for a U nited States Senator. Nor 
do we believe th at it w ill be done. 
We confi­ 
dently expect th a t th e w ork o f th e Legislature 
will be com pleted before an election could be 
had even it it w ere law ful or possible to take 
such action. 
A MEMORIAL. 
, 
A petition is being circulated for signa­ 
tures in this city, to he presented to the 
Legislature, urging it to pass measures re­ 
lating to water and water rights. 
It de­ 
nounces the riparian decision of the Su­ 
prem e Court, and urges the Legislature to 
prepare the am endm ents necessary for a 
reorganization of the Court. This petition 
is in the hands of regularly appointed 
agents in this city, who arc industriously 
circulating it. as is being done in all other 
parts of the State. 


OPINIONS EXPRESSED. 
The R e c o b d -U k io n has gathered a mass 
of opinions front prom inent citizens, onlv 
a few of which it can find room tor this 
morning, on the now absorbing topic of 
the extra session and its purposes. 
Hon. H . O. Beatty, ex-Supreme Judge of 
Nevada, says he had m uch to do with the 
reorganization of the Suprem e Court under 
the new Constitution, by way of studying 
the best methods, and advising with the 
Convention members. 
But the plan that 
body agreed on was not as lie hoped for. 
He had urged the Departm ent system. But 
it was to be a Court of seven, three to be 
elected in each of two districts, with a 
Chief Justice to be chosen 
at 
large. 
1’owor was to be given the Legislature to 
erect more departm ents as needed. 
On ap­ 
plications for rehearing, the Chief Justice 
could send a case to bank if there appeared 
to he any doubt as to the decision made by 
a department, and in some other cases. 
The Court would sit in bank twice a year. 
His idea was somewhat aftei the New York 
system. 
Judge 
Heydenfeldt 
issued a 
pam phlet on the subject. 
W ith him he 
bad consultations. The Heydenfeldt plan 
was. practically, that now in vogue. The 
system certainty needs to he changed, but 
he doubted much the wisdom of the sudden 
call lor the Legislature to meet. 
As to irri­ 
gation his opinion was not really formed. 
He inclined to the doctrine that the Stale 
shoald control the waters and provide for 
equitable distribution under, possibly, a 
system of starage and saving of waters that 
go to w aste; 
there 
should 
he 
no 
monopolization of the waters. 
But, like 
m any citizens, he had not formed positive 
opinions. 
It was a great subject, full of in ­ 
tricacies, and he had not the clearness of 
information or that insight as yet to wed 
him self to any plan. 
As to the decision of 
the present Court as to riparian rights, it 
was clearly sound law. The Court’ inter­ 
preted the’ law as it is. B ut the riparian 
doctrine is inapplicable to the physical con­ 
ditions here, and it should be declared in ­ 
applicable here by the proper authority, 
but the Court is right as the ¡'aw stands. 


CLINTON L. WHITE. 
Of the Sacramento bar, did not think the 
State prepared by sufficient discussion for 
the question. 
Did not believe the people 
thoroughly understand it, or that they 
know just what they want. 
H e knew his 
own n.ind was not settled as to irrigation. 
He had thought the Slate should control 
the waters and secure their distribution. 
There is water enough going to waste in 
California, if properly stored aud used as 
needed to open up possibilities to this State, 
that would m ake it a veritable Garden 
of Eden. 
Riparian and 
appropriation 
rights 
are 
proper 
to 
be 
legislated 
upon, 
but 
it 
ought 
to be 
by a 
Legislature elected after thorough and ex­ 
haustive and calm discussion by all the 
people. As to the Supreme Court, we have 
a good Court. The departm ent system is 
all right, only there are not departm ents 
enough for the increasing business. Com­ 
paratively few cases arise in which a bear­ 
ing in bank is obtained. If Jndges honestly 
interpret the law as they believe it to be, 
and then are to be removed for th a t, it 
establishes a most dangerous d o c trin e , th a t 
je o p a rd iz es p e rs o n a l a n d p ro p e rty rig h ts. 


j The removal of such Judges m ight im ply 
i that those who take their places are chosen 
j because it is known how they will decide 
. certain issues, and it is a very dangerous 
state of society in which that occurs. 
As 
to th e election of a United States Senator 
lie thought a “m eeting” m eant a "session,” 
ami vice versa, and th at an election could 
be hafl, but the Senate is Democratic and 
: could block the way by refusing to agree to 
, enter into an election. 


AN OLD-LINE REPUBLICAN 
Leader and clear-beaded citizen, who de­ 
clined to allow his nam e to be used, 
thought the extra session justified, if it 
would work the political death of Governor 
Stoneman. 
A lm ost anything would bo 
agreeable that would accomplish th at end. 
A Democrat, a prom inent lawyer and far- 
seeing politician, fam iliar w ith the Su­ 
preme Court, declined to perm it the use of 
his name, because lie had no desire to de­ 
bate the question to the neglect of business. 
H e thought som e of the Judges superannu­ 
ated, but saw no reason to doubt their 
honesty, or that they had m isinterpreted 
the law. 
J. P.. WATSON 
Thought the call for an extra session an 
outrage. 
As to irrigation, he was em phati 
cally opposed to the riparian doctriné that 
gave to the ow ner of a narrow strip of land 
along a river sole control of the waters, thus 
barring all back land from their u s .. The 
doctrine ought not attach to this State. 
T he State, he thought, ought to control the 
storage and distribution of waters. 
A correspondent, who signs 
him self 
“ Lex,” w rites to the R kcord-Union iiis 
opinion that the extra session can elect a 
U nited States Senator, because it is not 
“ legislation," and therefore not barred by 
the affirm ative specifications of the Gov­ 
ernor's call. T he Federal Constitution says 
at the “ n ext m eeting” of the Legislature 
it shall elect to fill a vacancy, and tiie extra 
session is the “ next m eeting.” 
H e points 
out that in the last extra session concurrent 
resolutions were adopted and forwarded to 
Congress, not embraced by the “ call ” for 
the meeting. 


HON. N. GREENE CURTIR 
Ex-State Senator, a prom inent Democrat, 
when asked what he thought of the extra 
session, replied that in his opinion it was a 
great mistake, another of Governor Stone- 
m an’s blunders. 
There were no rights in ­ 
volved th at could not be settled at the reg­ 
ular session that will follow im m ediately 
upon the heels ol this extra session. The 
men selected this fall would have the irri­ 
gation problem before them —they would be 
elected upon that issue. 
It is now late in 
the season, and no particular good can 
come of this unprecedented undue haste. 
The next Legislature could pass am end­ 
m ents to the Constitution as now asked, 
and the sam e could be imm ediately sub­ 
mitted to the people at a special election held 
for that purpose that would not cost the 
State half as m uch as will this extra ses­ 
sion of the Legislature. This extra session 
of the Legislature will e'.eeta United States 
Senator for the unexpired term of the late 
Senator M iller. The election will be sure 
to be made, and such an election will be 
entirely proper and legal. 
It is a m atter 
above and beyond State control; it is a na­ 
tional m atter, wholly governed by the Con­ 
stitution of the United States and United 
States laws. The Governor can only till a 
vacancy until the next meeting of the Leg­ 
islature, and his calling of this extra ses­ 
sion suddenly term inates the term of office 
of Senator Hearst. 
It is said by some that 
the Governor aud Secretary of State m ight 
refuse to give a certificate of election to the 
person chosen for Senator. This they will 
have to do. 
If they refused they would be 
m andam used. The Legislature is sovereign 
in this m atter, and will say to the Gov­ 
ernor and Secretary of State, “ It is none of 
your business w hether he is legally elected 
or not.” 
It docs not come under the head 
of legislation, it is above and beyond ; it is 
the selection of a m ail to represent the 
State in the U nited States Senate in accord­ 
ance with national not State law. 
T bs Suprem e Court in the case of Hag- 
gin vs. M iller A Lux. decided the law 
as they found it, and it is a danger­ 
ous precedent for a Governor to attem pt 
to disrupt, destroy, or to change any judi­ 
cial system, or to interfere in any m anner 
with the judiciary, or any decisions they 
m ay make, adverse to the interests of cer­ 
tain parties, 
if Judges are to be forced 
and coerceil by popular opinion, or procla­ 
m ations of Governors, it will have the 
effect to produce a corrupt judiciary. W hen 
the spotless erm ine of the judiciary is 
bedrabbled in the m ud by the rabble, the 
last hope of order, law and liberty will be 
exterm inated, for an incorruptible judiciary 
is the great palladium of Am erican liberty. 
W hen Judge Curtis was asked w hat effect 
he thought this extra session would have 
upon politics, he replied: 
“ One more 
extra session and there w on't be Democrats 
enough left to serve as pall bearer-, at the 
interm ent of the grand old p a rty .' 
■ 


HON. GROVE L. JOHNSON, 
Ex-State 
Senator, said the extra 
ses 
sion was a “ big th in g ” for the Democracy. 
If they im prove th e' situation, as they can 
d o it.it is one of the wisest moves ever 
made in this State, but he relied upon 
their m aking fools of themselves, as they 
usually do, and in that case the Republi­ 
cans will get away w ith their " thunder.” 
The people in the southern part of the 
State are in earnest. A t the coming elec­ 
tion tw o-thirds of the vote of the entire 
State, outside of San Francisco, will be 
polled south of that p lace; and if the Dem­ 
ocrats adhere strictly to the lines as laid 
down, they will surely win. 
There is no 
doubt but that Stonem an has secured by 
his act a renom ination. There is no lawyer 
in the State of any standing hut what agrees 
that the judiciary should be reorganized. 
Two of the Judges of the Suprem e Court 
have been incapacitated 
for 
the 
past 
eighteen m onths and two more during that 
tim e have not written a decision. 
The Legislature will unquestionably elect 
an United States Senator, but were it not 
for the debris question it would be ill ad­ 
vised. 
If I were a membet of the Legis­ 
lature 1 would not vote for it, except to 
punish H earst for iiis conduct on the de­ 
bris question. 
Accidental power is never 
worth anything to the party that takes ad­ 
vantage of it. 
H e thought th at it would 
be a battle of the “ sacks,” and of not very 
sm all "s a c k s” either. 


MAYOR JOHN Q. BROWN 
Was called upon for his views, and replied: 
1 am in favor of irrigation, w ith legislation 
upon the subject property guarded. The 
calling of th e extra session was a hurried 
movement, and entirely unnecessary, as, if 
we had waited a few m onths, we would 
have had a Legislature elected upon this 
issue—by the Democrats. 
1 think nothing 
beneficial will be accomplished by the ses­ 
sion. and there is a decided doubt in my 
m ind w hether we v. ill not lose a United 
States Senator. 


OTHER VIEWS. 
A correspondent of the San Francisco 
Chronicle cites the case of the Indiana Leg­ 
islature, convened in extra session in 1872 
to consider a proposed am endm ent to the 
Constitution. 
T hat 
Legislature elected 
Governor Morton United States Senator, 
and the Senate held the election valid. 
A nother correspondent 
of the 
tam e 
paper hold that-the Legislature is prohib­ 
ited legislating on any subject not specified 
in the proclamation, but adds that the 
election of a Senator is not a legislative act 
in the sense of legislation—law-making. 
The San Francisco Etaminer wholly ap­ 
proves the call for ah extra session. As to 
electing a United States Senator it savs: 
“ W e cannot believe that Republican lead­ 
ers are either so unscrupulous or daft as to 
adopt any such policy. They know better. 
W e promise them that if the attem pt is 
m ade to bring tbe Senatorial question into 
the fight, the Democrats will carry every 
Congressional, State, city and countv office 
in the November election.” 
The San Francisco I'ost says, after fully 
approving the c a ll: “ The call of the Gov­ 
ernor convening the Legislature, in defer­ 
ence to the great irrigation movement that 
now pervades the State, will enable the 
Republican party of California to bestow 
the greatest of all possible benefits upon 
•be people.' 
In another place it sa v s: 
“ W ere any m em ber to move the consider­ 
ation of an election for United States Sena­ 
tor the Speaker should imm ediately rule 
the m atter out of order, and every member 
who voted against sustaining the Chair 
would sim ply advertise his disregard of his 
official oath. 
The San Francisco Cltruuicle says the 
extra session is a biunder, and that a 
scheme is behind it to monopolize great 
water interests, and advance personally the 
political am bition of Governor Stoneman. 
and that Senator Hearst is behind the 
whole business. 
W hile 
it pronounces 
against the riparian doctrine, it bitterly 
condem ns the call for the session, and 
appeals to Republicans to settle the irriga 
tion 
question 
w ithout saddling 
Gov­ 
ernor istonrman on the State or giving a 
monopoly of water to any one. 
Tne ban Francisco Report, approving 
irrigation legislation, says "that the best 
way to achieve this end has been taken by 
Governor 
Stoneman 
everybody is not 
ready to say. 
Tbe Report certainly is not.” 
The San Francisco Call opposes the extra 
session as an inexcusable exercise of the 
Executive prerogative. It holds that if the 
extra session is á “m eeting” of the Legis­ 
lature then it m ay elect a U nited States 


Senator, 
the Federal Constitution read­ 
ing: 
"If vacancies happen by resignation 
nr otherwise, during the recess of the Leg­ 
islature of the State, the Executive thereof 
m ay m ake tem porary appointm ents until 
the next m eeting of the Legislature, which 
shall then fill such vacancies.” 
The San Francisco Alta approves the call 
of the Governor. 
“The proclamation is 
lnjiled from Redding to Bakersfield and 
from San Fernando to San Diego as Israel 
hailed (lie slaking stream that flowed from 
the rod-sm itten ruck. 
- 
* 
'■ 
In the 
present state of public enlightenm ent upon 
the subject the Legislature should in a few 
days cover the subjects suggested for action 
by the Governor. The session should be 
short and harm onious, industrious and 
successful.” 
The San Francisco Bulletin opposes the 
extra session as folly and unnecessary, and 
says : " There is no extraordinary exigency. 
T he only extraordinary fact is that in the 
middle of the harvest season, Governor 
Stonem an, yielding to the pressure of a 
num ber of speculators, politicians and 
others, who w ant a new deal, has allowed 
him self to be used for the furtherance of 
their interests.”

I X MY JUDGMENT AN EXTRAORDINARY 
*- occasion lias arisen w hich renders it expe­ 
d ien t a n d necessary for th e public w elfare th a t 
tbe Legislature should be called together. 
The Suprem e Court o f th e State, iu a recent 
decision, announced th a t th e rip arian ow ners 
along th e innavigable stream s in C alifornia 
ow ned th e flowing w aters in such stream s, and 
are en titled to th e exclusive right to use tho 
sam e. T he w ide spread disaster w hich th is de­ 
cision th reaten s to the agricultural interests, 
and the consequent general excitem ent and ap­ 
prehension, m ake it proper th a t th e Legislative 
au d E xecutive branches of th e G overnm ent 
should tak e prom pt and efficient action to pre­ 
vent th e injurious consequences w hich will 
otherw ise inevitably flow from th e establish­ 
m ent o f such a ru le o f law by the highest Court 
in th e C om m onw ealth. 
U nder th e sanction o f the law s an d custom s 
w hich prevailed in C alifornia w hen it w as ac­ 
quired from M exico; u n d er 
th e 
protective 
policy o f the N ational an d S:ate G overnm ents, 
an d in harm ony w ith th e clim atic an d physical 
characteristics of th e country, a spleudid sys­ 
tem of irrigation has grow n up since the 
A m erican occupation. 
T he flowing w aters 
w ere deem ed public property, a n d were co n ­ 
sidered 
as 
dedicated 
to 
th e 
use 
of th e 
people. T he rig h t to appropriate w ater for 
irrigation w as regulated by custom a u d by 
statute law . 
Most ot tb e soil o f C alifornia was 
public land o f tb e U nited States. B ut Congress 
expressly sanctioned th e custom o f appropri­ 
ation au d diversion o f w ater, a n d expressly 
authorized it upon th e public dom ain. 
The 
practice o f irrigation was th u s allow ed to be­ 
come general, an d m ark ed th e progress o f th e 
agricultural developm ent of th e S tate. 
T he 
larger p art o f th e great valley o f C alifornia, 
aud m ost o f th e southern portion of th e State, 
were in a desert condition, ow ing to th e a rility 
of clim ate an d soil. 
Irrigation has transform ed 
large areas o f th is 
splendid 
dom ain 
iiTto 
lu x u rian t 
fields, 
vineyards 
and 
orchards; 
hundreds o f m illions o f tax ab le property have 
been created: m any thousands o f happy hom es 
have been p lan ted ; 
colonies, 
villages am i 
tow ns have sprung up, and an intelligent au d 
industrious population h as been invited front 
abroad to develop th e resources of th e State. 
T h e ag ricu ltu ral prosperity already achieved, 
an d the future possibilities of southern Cali­ 
fornia am i of th e great valley, w hich com prises 
m uch th e larger p art o f th e arable land of the 
State, have depended an d w ill depend upon 
th e ability of th e people to use th e w aters of 
th e State for irrigation. 
T he m ajority o f th e Judges of th e Suprem e 
Court Jiave announced th a t an y rip arian pro­ 
prietor m ay o b tain an injunction agaiust any 
person not a rip arian proprietor, to pro h ib it him 
from appropriating, d iverting o r using w ater 
front th e stream above his land. U nder th is rifl­ 
ing th e ditches and canals, w hich are th e a rte r­ 
ies of th e ag ricu ltu ral life o f th e State, m ay be 
closed by w rits front the Courts and, too, 
upon ex parte application w ithout notice or 
w arning or opportunity of being heard u n til 
afler 
irretrievable dam age has been done. 
M any such suits arc now pending. 
W rits of in ­ 
junction have been asked for an d in some eases 
Obtained, but have not been obeyed. Hhould 
an attem p t be m ade to enforce th em and others 
w hich are likely to issue, as is apprehended, 
serious trouble m ay ensue, because th e people 
m ay resist to prevent th e desolation of th eir 
hom os, farm s, vineyards a n d orchards. R ut if 
th ey should not, if they should peaceably sub­ 
m it, still the Injury to th e Etate w ould »e im ­ 
m easurable. To suspend irrigation for one sea­ 
son w ould destroy th o u san d s o f hom es and 
m illions o f property. 
O ther W estern and Pacific States having an 
arid clim ate sim ilar to o u r ow n, have con­ 
form ed th e ir organic an d statu te law s to the 
necessities a n d requirem ents of th e ir condition 
in this regard. M anifestly th a t course is de­ 
m an d ed iu C alifornia. 
In view of these considerations, an d particu­ 
larly o f th e ruin and disaster w hich seem likely 
to flow front th e enforcem ent ot th e doctrine 
recently an nounced by th e Suprem e Court as to 
w ater rights, it firm s to m e im perative th a t the 
E xecutive a n d th e L egislature should tak e im ­ 
m ediate action to confirm to th e people the 
right to a free use o f th e flowing w aters, w hich 
is essential to th e ir prosperity and to the w elfare 
o f th e State. 
A nother m atter o f great public concern is 
the reorganization o f 
th e 
Suprem e Court. 
The 
ex istin g system 
lias 
not given satis­ 
faction, an d th e evils are grow ing worse. It is 
cum bersom e to a degree. 
T h e business is in 
arrears, n o tw ithstanding tho creation of a com 
m ission to assist th e Judges. T he plan of divid­ 
ing th e Court into d epartm ents bos not w orked 
w ell. 
It leads to tho necessity o f h earin g cases 
tw ice over. A litigant defeated before a m inor­ 
ity o f tb e Court appeals to th e Judges in bank, 
am i th e w hole w ork m ust be gone over. 
The 
system is perplexing and unsatisfactory to 
everybody. Aud, furtherm ore, th e salaries paid 
to th e Judges o f the Suprem e Court are too 
sm all. 
Law yers em 'n e u t iu th e ir profession 
can n o t accept th e places w ith o u t m ak in g a sac­ 
rifice w hich th e State ought not to require. But 
th e com pensation now provided cannot be in ­ 
creased durin g th e incum bency o f th e present 
Jndges. 
In m y ju dgm ent th e Court should be 
reorganized. T he system o f departm ents should 
be abolished. A Court constituted of a com pact 
body o f Judges w ill accom plish more. T heir 
pay should be increased so as to secure th e best 
ta le n t in the State. 
Now, therefore, T, George Stonem an, G overnor

T he large num ber of spectators who as­ 
sem bled at Agricultural Park yesterday 
afternoon witnessed in the struggle be­ 
tween the Greenhood & Morans of Oak­ 
land and the Altos of this city the m ost 
stubbornly contested game of the season, 
so far as seen in Sacramento, at least.

A t 5:45 o’clock yesterday afternoon, R ich­ 
ard S chultz w as sh o t a n d k illed by F ra n k 
G leicbauf. 
T h e scene o f th e tragedy was 
th e Chicago B rew ery, situ ated on the no rth 
side o f P in e street, a short distance east of 
P olk. T h e m u rd erer was F ra n k G leicbauf, 
an em ploye o f th e brew ery, an d th e victim 
o f his m urd ero u s passion was R ichard 
Schultz, forem an o f th e cellar o f th e brew ­ 
ery’. 
A t 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
Schultz and G leichauf w ere in th e cellar 
of th e brew ery together, and hud an alter­ 
cation in regard to th e w ashing o f som e 
barrels. 
H ot w ords ensued betw een the 
two, and G leichauf becam e very abusive in 
his language. 
S chultz at last left h im , an d 
seeking o u t th e su p erin ten d en t o f 
the 
brew ery, reported G leichauf. 
T h e latter 
was thereupon discharged from th e firm ’s 
service. 
H e again sought o u t S chultz and 
talked o f his discharge w ith h im . 
G lei­ 
ch au f appeared to be cool, an d even shook 
h an d s w ith Schultz. 
S h o rtly afterw ard 
G leichauf left th e brew ery a n d w as n o t 
seen un til about q u arter o f G o’clock, w hen 
he entered the brew ery yard hu rried ly and 
strode tow ard a corner w here S chultz and a 
m an nam ed George W feland w ere sta n d ­ 
ing.

In q u ick suc­ 
cession G leichauf fired four m ore shots at 
Schultz. 
T hen h e beat a retreat to one of 
th e upper room s of th e brew ery. 
In a m o­ 
m ent th e other em ployes gathered in the 
yard, and hastened in search o f th e slayer. 
T hey tracked h im in to a room in th e sec­ 
ond story of the brew ery. T h e m en called 
to him th at they w ould lynch him . 
T he 
shooter fearing th eir vengeance hid hint- 
self behind a door in th e room , an d w hined 
piteously to have h is life spared. 
T he fel­ 
low ’s co-w orkers w ould assuredly have car­ 
ried th e ir th reat into execution, an d one o f 
th em h ad secured a rc'pe w hen officer 
George \V. Iiuseetl entered. 
T h e shooter 
was pointed o u t to th e officer, w ho at once 
placed handcuffs on G leichauf’s w rists. 
T h e prisoner 
m ade no resistance, but 
seem ed relieved by th e arriv al o f th e offi­ 
cer. 
T he deceased w as a G erm an, aged 35 
years, and was u n m arried . 
H is slayer is 
also a G erm an, aged 28. 
H e was, up to two 
m onths ago, em ployed by th e Boca Brew ­ 
ing C om pany, at Boca. " H e left th eir em ­ 
ploy and hired out as a helper in th e m alt- 
room o f the Chicago B rew ery. 
It is n o t 
know n th a t Bchullz and G ieichauf ever 
bad a q uarrel before th a t o f yesterday, 
w hich culm inated in th e tragedy.
